141-ITC(PN)/52, dated the 31st December, 19. r )2, and the Red Book for the period 
January — June 1953, wherein it was stated that the Import policy for Soda Ash 
would be announced la<er, 

2. It has now been decided that no licences will be granted for the Import of 
Soda Ash (light). Applications for the Import of heavy (natural) Soda Ash from 
the soft currency areas will, however, be considered ad hoc and should be made 
in the prescribed form and manner, to the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi. 


Subject:- — Import of Lithopone falling under S. Nos. 34 — 37 of Part V during Janu * 

ary — June, 1953, 

No. 39-ITC(PN) /53. — Reference is Invited to the entries against S. Nos. 34—37 
of Part V sub-item (f) In Appendix ‘A’ to this Ministry’s Public Notice No. 141-ITC 
(PN)/52, dated the 31st December. 1952, and the Red Book for January — June 1953, 
wherein It was stated that the licensing policy for import of Lithopone would bo 
announced later. 

2. It has now been decided that licences will be granted for the import 01 
Lithopone to actual users only on an ad hoc basis. Applications from actual users 
should be made in the prescribed form and manner to the Chief Controller of 
Imports, New Delhi. The validity of licences when issued will be six months from 
their date of issue. 

3. In considering applications from actual users the following points will be 
taken into account:— 

(I) the stocks in hand, 

(II) whether the actual user Is utilising ‘Titanium dioxide’ available from. 

Indigenous sources. If ‘Titanium dioxide’ Is not being utilised, full 
reasons justifying the application for import of Lithopone should be 
clearly stated. 

4. No licences will be granted to established importers or newcomers.

No. 40-ITC(PN)/53. — In the Policy Book for January— June 1953, It was indicat- 
ed that the import policy for the articles falling under S. No. 74 of Part V of the 

l.T.C. Schedule would be announced later, 

2, In Public Notice No, 4-ITC(PN)/53, dated the Rth January, 1953, the licensing 
policy for agricultural tractors, tractor attachments, tractor trailers and spare parts 
lor tractor trailers and tractor attachments was announced. 


3. The following articles falling under S, No. 74 of Part V are covered by O.G.L 
No. XXIV which is valid for shipment upto 31st March 1953. 

(i) Spare parts for agricultural tractors and for tractor drawn agricultural 

implements. 

(ii) Power driven agricultural machinery other than tractors. 

(iii) Tractor drawn agricultural implements. 


4. The decisions on the remaining articles falling under S. No. 74/V are set 
out in the table below. The entries in this table follow the order of those given

►be deemed to have been modified accordingly.
